The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or 



fairly suggest, in a method for removing blown articles from a vertically disposed wheel blow molding 
machine by vertical free-fall onto a conveyor, the steps of confining the blown articles on an inclined end 
of the conveyor with a powered endless positioning belt, and engaging the blown articles by the inclined 
end and the positioning belt to position the articles on the conveyor in a controlled uniform manner. Seitz 
et al. (US Patent 6,530,301) and Jordan et al. (US Patent 5,435,433) teach utilizing two conveyors, while 
Cole (US Patent 4,406,359) and Okano et al. (US Patent 3,603,448) teach utilizing vacuum, and Ichizawa 
et al. (US Patent 4,514,166) teaches using holes in the conveyor plate to engage the articles.
